Wasnmoron, D. C., July 1.—The meeting of 
the Potter Committee tu-day was a failure, and 
foresbadows the work of the entire investiga- 
tion. The Committee found one witness who 
defied its authority, and was subsequently un- 
able to recover from this assault uvon its 
dignity. Boulds Baker—who sent the telegram 
to Hayes at Columbus, pending the Electoral 
count, which came in some unknown way into 
the possess on of Gen. Butler, who has a his- 
torical faculty of obtaining possession of pri- 
vate telegrams of other peovie—had been 
summoned. What Butler could possibly ex- 
pect ta prove by this witness cannot 
be surmised, unless it was the 
attacks upon the Ad- 
ministration. Baker’s story has already been 
told, and retold, and served only to put its in- 
ventors in a ridiculous attitude. Baker’s re- 
fusal to testify only made the farce appear the 
broader. By declining to testify, Baker, as 
Sumner used to say of his antagonist, has 

„Meni HIMSELF.” 
There was nothing in his story that was not 
known; there was nothing fit Bis telegram that 
any ambitious office-seeker could not have sent 
to an meoming President, Besides, Baker had 
long been holding under Grant the very office 
into which Butler originally started out 
to prove that Hayes. had placed him. 
Butler alone of the Committee mut- 
tered something about committing the witness 
for contempt next December, an announcement 
which Baker received with unconcern. Next 
winter is a long way off, and Baker seemed cou- 
tent to wait until that powerless Committee 
obtain more power from an uawilling House.

The unannounced, unsolicited appearance of 
Representative Charles Foster in the Commis- 
sion-room to-day was a greater brick than any 
Gen. Butler has yet thrown, and was evidently 
not relished by the latter... When Foster en- 
tered, Chairman Potter blandly said ho was not 
aware he had been summoned. Foster qujetly 
replied that he had not been, but that he had 
heard it stated that Butler proposed to prove 
that his Foster speech pending the Electoral 
count, in which it was promised that the flag 
ehould thereafter float over States and not 
over provinces, over freemen and not over sub- 
jects,’’ had been written by Southern Democrats 
for Foster.

At. the December term, 
1877, a decree of sale was rendered, which did 
pot in terms recognize the right of redemption 
as required by the laws of lilincis, ‘The sale 
took piace, and the road was purchased by a 
committee of bondholders, The defendants 
tied exceptions to the Master's report of sale, 
one of the objections being that the sale was 
made without allowing 


redemption. On the 
Jith of June the Company presented a petition 
praying for an‘appeal. The raised was 
whether the sale should be set aside. The com- 
plaining bondholders aleo came in, asking for a 
resale, recognizing the statutory right of re 
demption. The purchasers ap and con- 
sented to the sale being set aside. 

The Judge said numerous questions were pre- 
sented, the main one being ag to the power of 
the Court over the sale. The application for 
an appeal did not prevent the Court from 2 
ing on the exceptions to the sale or orderſug 3 
resald.

A Commercial reporter made a tour of several 
of the saloons over the Rhine ) esterday after- 
noon, in search of tnformation in regard to the 
war between the schooner saloonists on one side 
and the City Brewers’ Association on the other 
The brewers issued a proclamation on Fridays 
that they would sell beer for $8 a Darrel to any 
saloon-keeper who w agree not to sell beer 


for less than 5 cents a glass, no res | to 
be placed upon, the size of the gi This 
was trum for the “schooner” men.

com bination between the Saloon-keepers’ A880 
ciation and the brewers was broken, the brew- 
ers being the first to back down. This was the 
result of too mueb competition im the mauufac- 
ture and sale of beer, and was freely 
in some of the interviews with schooner men 
published in W y's Commercia/. 
Yesterday aiteruoon it was discovered that 
the brewers were furnishing beer to their old 
customers without any restrictions as to the 
size or price per giass. Was a complete 
tumble for the combi and some of the 
members of the Saloon-leepers’ Association are 
now jerking echooners as lively as any of whe 
saloon-keepers, tney formerly denounced, 
although Wer pelt no kines, however small, for 
less than five cents, business bas im proved 
under the introduction of large and 
many a Keer a who was formerly unable to 
quench his with an ordinary-sized glass 
at some of the mere popular places of revwrt on 
Vine street, — «a seen quafling the beverage 
and laying down with an evident feel- 
ing of gratificatio#. At A place on Thirteenth 
street there was a p 
tor and his. frau their bands full waitin 
on the customers during the afternoon, 
from 4 o'clock until late in the evening. They 
give a free lunch with five and three-cent glasses 
of beer, the taree-cent being as large as 
the ordinary five-cent glasses furnished in the 
saloons, and the five-cent glasses being a three- 
masted vessel capable of holding enough at one 
time for any ordmary man. The proprietor re- 
ceives his beer as usualfrom the Lafavette 
Brewery, and no objection is offered. While 
our reporter was there several kegs from the 
Lafayette Brewery were rolled in. He declares 
bis intention of selling beer for three cents. as 
beretofore, and. nis er does not seem to 
offer any objection thereto. He ig a good cus- 
tomer for the brewer, and the brewer knows it. 
Heneethe alacrity with which the beer is fur- 
nished him. as he says the competition is too 
great iv the manufacture of beer for the brewer 
to act independently simply because the man he 
furnishes desires to retail a larger glass of beer 
than his neighbor.

MR. THURMAN’S FINANCIAL VIEWS. 
Since Senator Tuunmax is regarded as one of 
the most formidable candidates for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for President in 1880, his 
recent utterances on the financial features of 
the Ohio platform deserve some further con- 
sideration. Mr. Taugmax distinctly avows 
himself in favor of the tepeal of the Re- 
sumption act, which means the indefinite 
postponement of resumption, and likewise of 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver. In 
this respect, he agrees entirely with the Ohio 
Democratic platform, and the Ohio Demo- 
cratic platform follows the expressions of 
most of the National or Greenback Conveu- 
tions. Mr. Tutaman’s approval of these 
doctrines gives them more importance than 
they ha@ so long as they were regarded 
merely as the dictates of Tom Emo and 
Sam Carr, to whom they were credited, and 
it is worth while to consider just what 
would result from the application of these 
two doctrines under a Democratic Congress 
with Mr. Tavnman in the President's chair 
to approve them. 

Silver was remonetized in this country un- 
der peculiar conditions. We had then, as 


ve still have, a paper currency not redeema- 


ble in coin on demand. But we were then, 
as we are now, approaching the date and the 
actus! accomplishment of specie-payments, 
and the remonétization of silver was legiti- 
mately urged for the purpose of restoring the 
double standard of gold and silver for re- 
sumption purposes. In authorizing the coin- 
age of silver dollars, which had been discon- 
tinued, the Government was necessarily lim- 
ited to the capacity of the mints, which was 


ascertained to be about $4,000,000 a month 


of silver dollars, in addition to the coinage of 
gold pieces, the trade-dollar, and subsidiary 
silver. Owing to the German.demonetiza- 
tion of silver and other circumstances, silver 


bullion was worth considerably less than par 


in gold on the American ratio of coinage. It 
then became a question for Congress to de- 
termine whether the Government, under 3 
limited silver coinage which was unavoidable 
under the eircumstances, should receive the 
benefit of the conversion of silver at 
the bullion price inte legal-tender dol- 
lars, or allow that profit to go into 
the hands of silver speculators. To have de- 
clared silver coinage unlimited would not 
have resulted in any larger coinage of 
silver dollars than at present, unless the ca- 
pacity of the mints had been largely in- 
creased; but to have given the privilege to 
all owners of bullion to take their silver to the 
mints and demand the coinage thereof, would 
have given an unfair advantage to certain 
cliques that, would manage to the 
mints and enjoy a profit of about 10 per cent 


London and New York silver brokers. But 
if the mints had been multiplied so as toren- 


accomplished. A paper currency is never 
worth more than the specie currency in which 
it is redeemable on demand; but the paper 
always becomes worth less than that specie 
when redemption is not definitely provided 


for. Greenbacks, then, would be below par | 


in silver, and the inevitable result would be 
that silver would not circulate. Gold would 
have been expelled from the country alto. 
gether; silver would be used only for the 
payment of duties and interest on the public 
debt, and for the purposes of foreign trade; 
and there, would remain in actual 
circulation only the irredeemable paper cur- 
rency, which cannot lawfully exceed what 
may be called the constitutional limit of 
$400,000,000, and its value would constantly 
be lower than the value of silver, whateyer 
that might be. Mr. Tuunman's financial 
plan, therefore, necessarily leads to an 
enormous contraction of the currency,—first, 
by expelling gold altogether and excluding 
silver from circulation, and, secondly, hy re- 
ducing the value (the purchasing power) of 
the limited issue of irradeemable paper car- 
rency. Mr. Tuunman, as a Democratic can- 
didate for President, would scarcely dare to 
proclaim himself in favor of contraction, and 
it would certainly be fatal to his ambition 


if he did so; nevertheless, he has given his 


approval to a financial policy which cannot 
possibly lead to anything else but contraction. 


Assuming, what very few beer-drinkers will 
deny, that the next best thing in this vale of 
tears to a glass of beer is a schooner of beer, 
the people of Cincinnati ought to be very 
happy. They owe their happiness to Chicago. 
It is due to the enterprise of a Chicago man 
that they can buy a schooner of beer for the 
game price as a glass, though it contains 
twice as much liquid, and accordingly twice 
as much comfort, He has boldly opened 
shop on Vine street, and, while all around 
him they sell beer at five cents a glass, he-is 
dispensing it at five gente a schooner, The 
result has been a Germanic uprising. The 
beer-drinkers are commencing another of 
their desperate struggles against the beer- 
seller in league with the brewer. ‘‘ Over the 
Rhine,” which recently listened to the 
peaceful strains of the Musical Festival, is up 
in arms, and the brewers are threatening all 
sorts of vengeance against the Chicago man. 
He went to Oincinnati very quietly and 
opened his saloon without any flourish of 
trumpets. It does not take Cincinnati very 
long to decide between a glass and 
@ schooner of beer, when the latter 
ean be had at the same price. 
After the sale of the very first schooner the 
news spread like wildfire, and from every 
point of the compass, from Third and Fourth 
streets, from the Hills, from Clifton, from 
over the Rhine, the thirsty multitude flocked 
to the Chicago man’s saloon. Even the 
squabble over the Great Organ and the deco- 
ration of pottery stopped. The Prozasco 
fountain forgot te spout, and the landlords 
on the Hills looked down from their empty 
halls and wondered what was the matter 
down in the smoke, that no one came up the 
Planes, The first opposition to the Chicago 
man came from the other saloon-keepers, 
whose name is legion. The majority of 
them live upon the profits from the sale of 
two kegs a day, but it was evident that, if 
the Chicago man kept on selling twice as 
much beer as they for the same price, the 
custom would go to him, for it is one of the 
principles that lies at the very basis of hu- 
man nature the world over that a Teuton will 
always prefer to go to a place where he can 
get a schooner of beer for five cents, rather 
than agree to pay five cents for a glass; 
and this is a principle which cannot 
be changed by compulsory education or any 
amount of esthetic culture. It is an inherent 
quality like the knowledge of good and evil. 
The first step of the saloon-keepers was to 
increase the quantity and improve the qual- 
ity of their lunches. They provided more 
and better radishes, kraut, wurst, herrings, 
pretzels, and cheese. Viewing the question, 
however, as to its food aspect, the Teutons 
held that beer is food, and determined to go 
where they could get tWice as much food for 
the same money, and were not influenced a 
whit by the extra sausages and radishes. 
Then the saloon-keepers went to the brewers, 
and the latter espoused their cause by pub- 
lishing a card that they would not sell any 
beer to a saloon-keeper who retailed it for 
three cents a glass or five cents a schooner, 
assigning as reasons that the expenses of the 
saloons were very heavy, and that the revival 
of the three-cent beer-saloons would soon 
furnish new material to the Prohibitionists 
for reopening their attacks upon ‘the 
manufacture and sale of beer. Of course 
the first excuse was very thin, as it makes 
no difference to the brewer what the 
saloon-keeper charges, so long as he gets the 
price he demands. The second reason is ab- 
surd. That brewers should be afraid of 
hibitionists in a city that lives, moves, 
has its being in beer, is preposterous. 


They 
were simply. determined to crush out the 


men from Chicago who was e in a 
great work of reform, —to break down a 
Chicago missionary who in these tight times 
was supplying the people of Cincinnati with 
more of their staff of life for the same money 
than they could get from their home dealers.

A 
coward and a brute, he had treated her 
malignantly and wretchedly from ner child- 
hood, She had been a victim moro than a 
wife, and her youth and her beauty seemed 
to provoke, rather than subdue, the cow- 
ardice which inspires a man to strike and 
maltreat a woman, and that woman a child 
and a wife. 

This man charges that the girl-wife had of 
late been frequently in the company of 
voung men,—and he names a number of 
them ; that she walked and rode with them, 
and met them by appointment; that she had 
written correspondence with them, and 
though he does not charge the woman whom 
he had worse than abandoned—forced to 
leave him because of his cruelty—with ectual 
adultery, he is moved to frenzy by her ac- 
quaintanee with men who neither beat nor 
otherwise maltreated her: In his cowardice, 
knowing the mon, he carefully avoided any 
violence toward them, but used his pistol 
upon the child-girl, defenseless and weak, 
and so shot her as to leave no doubt 
of his purpose to kill her, There is 
nothing in all he has pl to ex 
euse or palliate the act. The act was in- 
tentional murder, and the actor, if she 
shall die, a cowardly murderer. That he 
had thought of it long, and deliberated well, 
his letters furnish sufficient proof. He 
waited until he found her alone and 
tected, and then he did what he thought 
was enough to murder the child and the 
wife, whose brief life had been cursed by 
her unfortunate relation with him. 

That the man is guilty of murder there can 
hardly be a doubt, even if all he states be 
true, Of course it remains to be seen how 
far he may have the means to purchase the 
services of counsel to delay the trial, pack 
juries, change the venue, obtain supersedeas, 
drive away witnesses, manufacture testi- 
mony, invent reasons for new trials, and, in 
the end, defeat justice and escape the penalty 
of the law. All this is to be disclosed in the 
future. It is not any longer in these cases a 
question of guilt, but whether the guilty can 
command the pecuniary means to secure the 
legal aid in obtaining the delays and the 
other devices which so often and so gen- 
erally defeat the ends of justice. N

THE EAST OT. LOUIS TROUBLES. 

The fatal affray at East St. Louis on Sun- 
day is a public calamity which should 
cover all the parties concerned with disgrace. 
The municipal entanglement was sufficient, 
without adding to it a resort to arms and the 
killing of one set of officials by another set 
of officials. East St. Louis seems to be 
eursed by men more than ordinarily ambi- 
tious to figure as officeholders, and the result 
bas been that for a long time it has had two 
Mayors, two Oity Councils, two sets of city 
officers, and, notably, two bodies of police, 
each claiming to be legally in office to the 
exclusion of the other, These police have 
had separate headquarters, and both organi- 
zations have been armed. On Sunday, the 
police recognizing Mayor Bowman at- 
temp to capture the building in 
which the other police force had its 
headquarters; they were resisted, and two of 
the attacking force were instantly killed and 
another wounded. It was a breach of the 
peace,—a most disreputable and scandalous 
act of violence by persons claiming to be the 
Government of the city. 

The Oity of East St. Louis had been gov- 
erned by a city charter up to January last, at 
which time, the City Council having refused 
to do so, Mayor Bowman submitted the ques- 
tion to the people of incorporation under 
the general law of the State. The regulari- 
ty or legality of this submission of the ques- 
tion is one of the points in dispute. 
The new incorporation was carried, 
but the City Council, under the 
old charter, refused to recognize 
it, und in April there were two elections, one 
under each charter, and at each election a 
City Council was elected.

PRICES FOR FIFTY-THREE YEARS, 

The unexpected fact is disclosed by the statistic- 
al researches of the able editor of the New York 
Public that prices May 1 of this vear had fallen 
6. 4 below the level of 1860. Within the last two 
years the Public has pubdiished some of the most 
valuable studies yet made in the djfficult region 
of prices, and its conclusions, though reached by 
methods new and to some extent 2 are 
entitled to confidence. Without explaining this 
method we give its results, which are 
that the same quantity of the most 
important artieles of commerce, which could have 
been purchased at New York wholesale prices. 
May 1, 1860, for $2,609, and May 1, of last year, 
for $2,464, could be purchased May 1. 1878, for 
$1,937. In other words, prices have already fall- 


en g. 4 per cent below the level of 1860, though 


they are still much above the extraordinary point 
reached in 1843—the low-water mark of tbe cen- 
tury. The following table gives the comparative 
cost at different periods of similar amounts of the 
articles named, and 80 shows the rn — of price: 
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These figures show that the same quantities of 
the articles given could have been purchased May 
1, 1878, for $1,623.70, that would have cost 
$2,066.80 in 1877. According to this method of 
calculation, prices are now lower than at any time 
since the opening of the war. or indeed at any 
time since 1825, excepting 1843. six years after 
the panic of 1837. It is not yet five years since 
the panic of 1873, and the disturbing question will 
be suggested to every one by these fleures, Are 
we still on the down-grade of industrial depres- 
sion?“ The Public does not think wegre. It 
holas that the average of prices has now fallen so 
far below the specie level that there is good reason 
to hope that bottom has been touched, and that a 
radical improvement may hereafter be expected. 

FRAUD IN MINING STOCKS. 
A reform has been inaugurated in the New York

to prevent listing of stocks the price of which does 
not bear a reasonable relation to its real value. 
The rule is as follows: 


In case future developments demonstrate that the 
Committee on Securities have been mis!ed, not-

eges of the floor the stock of any company which 
— to be unworthy of such consideration. the 

ommittee shall recommend to the Governing Com- 
mittee that the stock shall be placed on the retired 
list, subject to such future action as new fact 
may warrant. 

THE 4 PER CEATS. 

The Treasury Department has prepared a state- 
ment showing that theamount of 4 per cent bonds, 
isened up to June 27 is over $04.

SAVINGS BANK EXPENSES. 

The New York Bank Superintendent has recently 
urged the savings banks to reduce expenses in the 
same way the New Eneleand banks bave done.
